The Talk About the Sale of Richmend and Dan ville—

The statement from Georgia sources that 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad had pur- 
chased a controlling interest in the Richmond 
and Danville and the Virginia Midland is dis- 

jited in railroad circles. The Baltimore 
and Ohio, through President Garrett, last Au- 

st sold its controlling interest in Virginia 
Kiidland to the Civyde syndicate, represented 
by Mr. John 8. Barbour. Under an agree- 
ment made at the time the 2,000 miles of 
railroad conttolled by the Richmond and 
Panville system In the south was to be open- 
ed to the Baltimore and Ohio road and to 
Baltimore trade. The news, there- 
fore that the Baltimore and Ohio 
had purchased the —_ interest 
go recently disposed of was discredited yester- 

- py railroad people. President Garrett 
was at Camden station in the afternoon, and, 
being very busily engaged, could not be seen. 
In answer to a note sent him asking as to the 
truth of the report, Mr. Garrett sent back the 
following as a reply: “There is no change in 
the relations of the Baltimore and Ohio road, 
which are now based upon the agreement, and 
which was explained at the time, That 
agreement looked to a large increase of the 
pusiness between the south and Baltimore. 
The organization designed for the increase of 
this tratlic is now effected, and large re- 
sults are flowing from it, and which will 
be greatly increased in the early future. The 
trade now extends through the regions em- 
braced in North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Virginia, the entire gulf states and 
the southwest.”’ A special dispatch from 
New York says: ‘There is no truth in the 
report that the Baltimore and Ohio Has _ ob- 
tained the controlling interest in the Rich- 
mondand Danville. The latter has nomi- 
nally not been a member of the Southern 
railroad =and steamship association since 
last fall, but they withdrew  formal- 
‘jy therefrom about a month ago. 
They, however, propose to continue 
to work in harmony with the association in 
the same manner as the Virginia and Tennes- 
see Air-Line has been” working several years 
past, so that the withdrawal of the Danville 
can have no eflect on rates of interchange of 
business With any of the roads comprised in 
the association.”’ The agents here of the 
Richmond and Danville system anticipate no 
eutting of rates by the withdrawal of the 
Richmond and Danville from the Southern 
railway and steamship association, asthe only 
three competitive points are Athens, Atlanta 
and Augusta,

MOVEMENT AGAINST ATLANTA, 


On the Whole a Success, and in Details a Seriea of 
Repulses. 
New York Tribune. 

It is doubtful if any historian will ever do 
full justice tothe movement of Atlanta. It 
isan anomaly in-history. Marked by a score 
or more combats of the most desperate charac- 
ter, itsaw not a single general engagement. 
A great success on the whole and in its grand 
results, it was in detail a series of bloody re- 
puises for the victorious troops. The defeated 
rebels were not driven out of their almost im- 
pregnable defenses, but were marched, or as 
some writer has said fn view of the tortuous 
line of march, ‘“‘snaked’”’ out 
by flank movements of the most 
daring kind. The campaign furnishes 
illustrations of the ablest strategy, not only 
on the part of the invading general, but on 
that of the defending commander. Of grand 
tactics in the purely military sense of skill in 
directing troops in actual conflict it supplies 
no signal illustration, with the possible ex- 
ception of the Kennesaw assault, and that 
not to our credit, as General Cox admits; but 
for daring and dashing flank-marches by the 
union general in the very face of an entrencb- 
edenemy, and for skilful changes of front 
and of position by the rebel leader under the 
fire of a vigilant and aggressive foe, it has no 
parallel in antecedent history, and nothing 
superior since except Von Moltke’s Paris 
campaign of 1870. And whether we look at 
it from the union or from the rebel point of 
view, praise of this strategy cannot be too 
loud. Sherman and Johnston were two 
skilled athletes, and admiratior is divided be- 
tween the strength and vigor with which the 
one assailed and the agility and skillwith which 
the other defended. It was a campaign in 
Which the loser, in falling back, gathering 
his detachments as he neared his base, was 
constantly gainingin strength. It would be 
qually true that the winner, in advancing, 
having to detach to guard his long line of 
supplies, was weakened in numbers, were it 
not forthe fact that the patriotism of the 
north, as grand as it was universal, supplied 
him with recruits for guard duty that he 
night keep his veterans at the front. The 
confederate general, pursuinga Fabian policy, 
to which he was “‘inclined by nature,’ had 
calculated that to draw hisopponent far away 
from his base was to weaken and embarrass 
him; but in this he erred, for Soerman may 
be said ta have carried his base of operations 
along with him. His wonderful nervous and 
erratic energy inspired all about him, and 
those to whom he intrusted the nraintenance 
of his railway communications more than 
fulfilled hisdemands. Railway bridges were 
literally keptin duplicate in the rear to be 
ran forward whenever the original was de- 
Stroyed. In numerous instances the largest 
of these were replaced with marvelous rap- 
idity, and, as General Cox says, ‘ nothing 
produced more moral effect upon the enemy 
than hearing the wh:-tles of our locomotives 
in rear of our lines w thin a few hours after 
they had receiyed :«ports that the railway 
had been broken su :noroughly as to cause us 
great delays.”’
